Meat Spoiling in the Cars. 

Swift & Co. were the only meat packers 

who tried to move any cars teday. They 


| failed dismally, meeting with obstructions 


at every point. At -Halstead street and 
Emerald avenue, a freight car was pushed 
over on the main track by members of a 
crowd of 400 strong, which congregated at 
this point. One hundred and fifty police- 
men were detailed to keep order, and they 
had little trouble in doing so. Thirty-nine 
cars of dressed beef, belonging to Swift & 
Co., have been. standing on: a_  asiding 
for twenty-four hours, and are in imminent 
danger of being spoiled. At Root street 
another freight car was pushed over. This 
obstructed the pathway of switch engines 
both north and south, and the company has 
little chance to move its meat. Tomorrow 
is a holiday, and trouble is looked for by 
the local authorities. 

' Nothing was going at the stock yards 
today. Armour & Co. have abandoned all 
attempts to do business, and the outlook 


is bad. 
Breweries Shut Up Shop. 

Chicago, July 3.—Almost every brewery 
in Chicago will stop making beer today 
on account of the big strike. The scarcity 
of coal has made such action necessary. 
Yesterday a number of ‘officials of brew- 
ing companies got together and decided 
that unless their coal was saved for the 
ice machines they would not only be com- 
pelled to stop their machinery, but it 
would be impossible for them to save the 
beer in their refrigerators. It was finally 
decided to stop brewing and usé fuel for 
nothing but the ice machines. None of 


the.employes~ will suffer by the move; as 


they will be kept on the pay rolls. It is 
aiso said that the supply of the beverage 
will be seriously affe@eed. There are about 
fiftv large breweries in Chicago and it was 
understood that the men will enjoy vaca- 
tions for the next few days. They say 
that if the strike should continue for any 
considerable time they will have to shut 
down their breweries altogether. 
Freight at a Standstill. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 3.—Freight shipments 
to all points west of Pittsburg are practi- 
cally at a standstill. Thirty-two western 
roads have notified the Pennsylvania com- 
pany’s general office, in Pittsburg, that 
they will not receive freight of any kind 
until the boycott has been settled. Freight 
trains are tied up all along the routes be- 
tween Pittsburg and Chicago and the losses 
from tne delays will be enormous. ‘ 

The railroad officials today, for the first 
time, admit their inability to move through 
freight. All efforts are concentrated in 
keeping local freight and passenger trains 
moving. Pullman trains on the Pennsyl- 
vania system arrived and departed ontime 
today! Eight American Railway Union 
organizers are quietly at work among the 
railroad men in Pittsburg and no predic- 
tions can be made for the future. 

Strike on the Wabash. 

Springfield, Ill., July 3.—About 900 em- 
ployes of the Wabash. railway, including 
switchmen, brakemen, firemes, engineers 
and shopmen, struck: this morning in obedi- 
ence to an order receivetl from Chicago 
last night. The shops afe closed and. the 
road is completely tied up. The American 
Railway Union here has ordered a boycott 
against every Chicago newspaper except 
The Times. The Wabash shops at To- 
ledo were closed today by the company, not 
by the strikers. Also the Wabash shops at 
Moberly, Mo. ; 

Scarcely a Wheel Moving. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 3.—The switchmen 
and yardmen employed By the Iron Moun- 
tain in Carondelet and St. Louis returned 
to work this morning and that road at 
once resumed all traffic-between St. Louis 
and Little Rock. The situation: on the 
Wabash is more desperate than at any 
time since the strike began. All of its 
trainmen, including locomotive engineers, 
have quit. Scarcely a wheel on the entire 
system is moving. The Chicago and Alton 
is also greatly embarrassed. None of its 
trains got through to St. Louis this morn- 
ing. Several trains are reported tied up at 
Bloomington. In anticipation of a conflict 
between strikers and non-union men in the 
Missouri Pacific yards, the mé@mbers of 
the First regiment Missouri National Guard 
have received orders to report at the 
armory: and hold themselves in readiness 
for instant action... 

Considered by the Cabinet.

The strike situation in the west occupied 
most all of the time, and the members of 
the cabinet as a whole are understood to be 
in thorough accord in sustaining the presi- 
dent and the attorney general in the 
steps which they have taken to suppress the 
disorder and bring about a resumption of 
interstate traffic.

Arrest of a Strike Leader. if 
Cincinnati, O., July 3.—Edward F. Phe. 
lan, leader of the strike here, was arrested 
in bed at 6 o’clock today by a deputy United 
States marshal upon a warrant issued by 
the United States court upon the complaint 
of the Cincinnati Southern railway receiver, 
Samuel Felton. It charged him with inter-— 
fering with the management of the railway 
by ordering, persuading and inducing its 
employes to leave its service with the intent 
to injure traffic. He was taken to, the 
office of the United States court and held 
until Judge Taft, of the circuit court, came , 
upon the bench, when the hearing was set 
for 2 o’clock Thursday and his bond was. 
fixed at $2,500. etn 
In the meantime an injunction was serv 
upon him restraining him individually, pend- 
ing this hearing, or in any combination with 
others, from encouraging or ordering or in 


the receiver of the Cincinnati Southern 
road to leave his employ with the intent to 
interefere or obstruct the operation of the 
road tn his charge, for the purpose of com- 
pelling the said receiver, to break his con- 
tracts with the Pullman Car Company and 
not to carry said cars on his train. 

Mr. Phelan did not appear to be disturbed.

No Work for the Men.

ORGANIZING IN THE SOUTH. 


Twe A. R. U. Men Are at Work—One 
Is in Atlanta. 

Birmirgham, Ala., July 3.—(Special.)—Two 
organizers of the American Railway Union 
arrived here yesterday from Chicago and 
a meeting of the local unions was held to- 
day. It is said that three hundred more 
were obligated inta the order, making a to- 
tal membership of eight hundred members 
here. One of the organizers went to Mont- 
gomery and the other went to Atlanta to fix 
up the orders in those cities. A member of 
the union here tonight said that information 
was expected from President Debs tomor- 
row morning and all depended on what that 
information was. 

Refuse to Join the Strikers. 

New Orleans, June 3.—At a meeting of the 
employes of the Iljinois Central railroad 
in this city this evening, embracing en- 
gineers, conductors, firemen, brakamen. 
switchmen, operators, clerks and freight 
handlers, resolutions were unanimously 
adopted disapproving of: the action of 
railroad employes in striking on account of

company and its employes, none of whom 
are trainmen or connected with the rail,

gaged in a strike for @gust cause, we have 
no grievance against our employers requir- 
img such a remady and we hereby pledge 
to them our loyalty and hearty support 
in their efforts 10 maintain unimpaired 
the train service in all its departments. 

Palmer Will Not Support It. 


Washington, July 3.—In_ respomse to a 
telegram Senator Palmer, of Illinois, today 
sent the following'reply: 

‘‘Washington, July 3.—A. J. Smith, Dan- 
ville, I)l.:. I cannot support Senator Kyle’s 
resolution. The power of congress tv regu- 
late commerce with the foreign natio.‘s and 
among the several states and its power to 
establish postoffices and postroads are alike 
comprehensive and equally obligatory upon 
the congress of t United States. 
“Senator Kyle’s resolution proposes to 
withdraw the commerce between the states 
from the protection of federal .laws, and 
also invites lawlessness. I favor labor or- 
ganizations, but cannot consent that they 
shall undertake to/ control the commerce 
between the several states of the union, nor 
can they adopt or enforce measures which 
will operate to embarrass interstate com- 
merce by congress.

QUITE A SCHEME. 


The Cincinnati Southern Puts Its Mail 
Cars on Behind. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 3.—(Special.)—

The railroad officials heard that the Pull- 
mans would be uncoupled at some point be- 
tween Knoxville and this city,and so coupled 
the mall car to the sleeper. No interference 
was offered the train and until matters 
qhiet down a little the trains will con- 
tinue to run in that rather queer fashion. 

No Perishables Received. 

Columbia, 8S. C., July 3.—(Special.)—The 
railroad agents here have been ordered, on 
acccunt of the strike, to accept no perisha- 
ble freight for points west of Memphis and 
Chattanooga, unless subject to delays.

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KILLED HIS FATHER. 


, The Mother Was the Only Witness to 


| the Tragedy. 
PRITCHET’'S MISERABLE END 


Once Wealthy and the Son of Hon- 
ored Parents. 


SLAIN BY HIS WAYWARD CHILD 


Neither the Young Man Nor the Mother 
Has Made a Statement, and the 
Motive Is Not Clear. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 3.—(Special.)—Last 
night’s sensational tragedy in which H. 
Clark Pritchett lost his life, caused much 
comment today. Owing to the reticence of 
the family and friends, the facts were not 
learned until. after 2 o’clock this morning 
and the details were not brought out until 
the inquest this morning. The verdict of 
the coroner’s jury was that Clark Pritchett 
died of a gunshot wound by an unknown 
party, but supposed to be Van h. Pritchett. 
The latter is the twenty-three-year-oeld son 
of Clark Pritchett and admits shooting 
his father, but has so far declined te make 
any statement. The only eyewitness of 
the shooting was Mrs. Clark Pritchett, 
wife of the dead man and mother of his 
slayer.®She was unable to appear before 
the coroner’s jury. 

The evidence goes to, show, however, that 
Clark Pritchett, his son Van Pritchett, 
Charles D. Sullivan and Temple O. Harris, 
Jc., were all at Pritchett’s home and all 
im an advanced state of § intoxication. 
Pritchett and his son frequently quarreled 
when drunk, but the cause of their quarrel 
last night is not known. Clark Pritchett 
was the most intoxicated last night and 
seemed to be almost wild. He kept insist- 
ing on his wife playing on the piano, al- 
though she was very tired. She was aione 
in the hall with the father and son when 
gome difficulty arose. Van Pritchett ran 
upstairs, where his friend Sullivan was 
lying down, and se“ured a pistol. He went 
back downstairs ai.d fired one shot at his 
father, the ball entering the head. Van 
fired the second time, the ball passing 
through his father’s stomach. 


Clark Pritchett staggered to a bed, acroas. 


which he fell. Sullivan ran downstairs and 
gaw Mrs. Pritchett pushing Van towards 
the door and heard her say: 

. “Van, you have killed your father.” 

Van Pritchett left the house at once. 
Physicians were summoned and found 
Pritchett apparently in a drunken stupor. 
Ih ‘his conscious moments he was exceed- 
iuigly profane. It wag seen that his wounds

ter the shooting. When Van Pritchett left 
home he drove to town -without his hat. 
He visited several saloons and about 1 
o’clock went to Sallie Allen’s house of ill 
fame. where he drank beer and danced 
with some of the inmates. He was found 
in bed there and arrested about 3 o'clock 
this morning. He refused to make a state- 
mént today. 

Clark Pritchett was a son of the late 
Samuel Pritchett and inherited from his 
father an immense fortune. He lived a dis- 
sipated, dissolute life and had always fur- 
nished his son with all the pocket. money 
he desired. His family was a prominent 
one, his wife being a daughter of the late 
John Kukinan and a most estimable wo- 
man. Clark Pritchett’s mother lives in 
Louisville. The shooting occurred at nis 
country home four miles from the city.

TWO POPULISTS SUPPORT IT 


Ransom Makesa Speech and Saves Mica. 
Wool Is on the Free List—Harris 
and Hoar Have a Scrap. 


Washington, July 3.—(Special.)—The tariff 
bill was finally passed by the senate at 
10:30 o’clock tonight. 

It has been in the hands of the senate 
since the first day of February. .For more 
than two months the senate has devoted 
eight hours a day to speech-making and 
voting upon it. The work has been a hard 
strain on many senators and it is ‘a great 
relief to them as well as to the country 
that the senate has finally voted upon and 
passed it. 

The vote stood 39 to 34. 

Every democrat except Hill voted for it. 
Allen and Kyle, two of the three populists, 
voted for it. Peffer voted with the republi- 
cans against it. Before the vote, and af- 
ter, Hill had been turned down on nearly 
all of the amendments he offered and de- 
‘feated in every flank movement he made 
against the bill, he arose and in a vigorous 
and vicious fifteen-minute speech denounc- 
ed the bill as undemocratic and populistic.

When the 
roli call commenced there was some excite- 
ment in the galleries and particularly so 
when Caffery, of Louisiana, v@ted no. He, 
however, changed his vote before the result 
was announced, saying he had cast it first 
tbat way because he was not satisfied with 
the repeal of the sugar bounty, but as it 
was the best bill that could be gotten and 
was a democratic measure, he would vote 
for it. 

Blanchard wanted to explain his vote, 
but there was objection, and he contented 
himeelf by voting “‘yea.’’ 

Applause in the Galleries. 

When the vote was announced and the 
vice president said “The bill is passed,’’ 
the galleries sent up a hearty cheer and 
the democratic senators, with one excep- 
tion, applauded. 

Then the senate, after the conferees were 
announced, adjourned until Friday for a 
much needed rest. 

There were but few interesting events 
during the day. It was all nard. work. 
Everybody was anxious to finish the work 
and rest tomorrow. Therefore, senators of 
both parties got down to honest, hard work. 
Senator Hill was turned down in every 
amendment he offered and the amendment 
adopted on his motion ir committee of the 
whole exempting the saleries of the presi- 
dent and judges of the supreme court from 
taxation under the income tax, was strick- 
en‘out. So the salary of the president will 
be subject to the income tax just as any 
other salary or income. When the motion 
was made by Mr. McLaurin to strike this 
amendment out, Senator Hill spoke briefly 
against it. The senate, he said, had done 
many strange things, but he was not pre- 
pared: to believe it would reverse itself in 
a day. But it did by a vote of 3% to 3% 
and Senator Hill was again turned down. 

Ransom Makes a Speech. 

Senators Hoar and Harris had their us- 
ual spat when Mr. Hoar referred to Mr. 
Harris’s remarks as the barks of a faithful 
watch dog. An amusing incident of the 
day was when Senator Ransom, of North 
Carolina, moved to take mica from the 
free list and put a duty of 2% per cent upon 
it. Senator Hill twitted him about it and 
asked why he asked for a duty. This ne- 
cessitated a speech from Senator Ransom, 
the first he has made in many years, and 
the senators voted for his amendment be- 
cause of their friendship for him. It was 
carried and Senator Chandler, attired in 
his immaculate white duck suit, came 
around and congratulated him to the great 
amusement of the senate. 

This bill now goes back to the house. It 
will be delivered Thursday. On Friday the 
speaker will refer to the ways and 
means committee. That committee wii 
perhaps report back to the house Monday 
and then the conference committee will be 
appointed. The house will fight the sugar, 
wool, coal and iron schedules and the pros- 
pects are that the conference committee 
will make material changes in them. The 
bill should, however, become a law by the

DETAILS OF THE DAY. 


The Senators Worked Well Into the 
Night on the Bill. 


» Washington, July 3.—The senate met at 


By 39 to 34 the Tariff Bill 


10 o’clock a. m., in continuation of yester- 
day’s legislative session by virtue of the 
recess taken last night. That obviated all 
the dejays incident to the formalities of a 
regular opening of a new day. 

The tariff bill was taken up at once, and 
action on the amendments of the committed 
of the whole occupied the whole of today’s 
session. First came the motion made by 
Mr. Mills Monday evening to place burlaps 
and grain bags made therefrom on the 
free list. It was carried by a vote of #8 
to 17. ‘Next came the famous ‘‘collars and 
cuffs” amendment fixing the duty on those 
articles at 30 cents per dozen and 30 per 
cent ad valorem, and on shirts at W per 
cent, equivalent, according to a statement 
made by Mr. Chandler, to an ad valerem 
rate of from 80 to 125 per cent. 

That amendment waa agreed to, after a 
couple of satirical speeches directed against 
the junior senator from New York, Mr. 
Murphy, by a vote of 43 to 5. ; 

Then the great wool schedule came up 
for action, Mr. Sherman offering an amend- 
ment to place wool on the dutiable list at 
30 per cent ad valorem. 

The lengest discussion of the day took 
place on this proposition, appeals being 
made by republican senators to democratic 
senators from the wool-producing states 
to supply even two votes for the amend- 
ment, whieh would be enough, with the 
populist votes, to carry it. 

Free Wool It Is. 

But these appeals fell on deaf ears. There 
was not a single desertion from the demo- 
cratic ranks on the question of wool. The 
two populist senators who usually act with 
the democrats—Messrs. Allen and Kvle—did ° 
not vote, and the amendment was defeated— 
yeas, 32; nays, 37. And so wool remains on 
the free list.

It was’ contended, however, that 
the motion was not in order, the rule under 
which the senate was acting being that all 
the cemmittee amendments should first be 
disposed of, after which every line of the 
bill would be open to amendment. 

That view was sustained by the chair, 
and the committee amendments were 
agreed to. 

Hill’s-Amendment Defeated. 

The committee amendment which had 
been originally offered by Mr. Hill, ex- 
empting the salaries of the president of 
the United States and cf the judges of United 
States courts from the income tax, was re- 
jected, aftera brief struggle, by a vote of, 
yeas, 34; nays, 36—ten democrats having 
voted for it and six republicans and three 
populists against it as follows:

Barbed wire was a subject of some dis- 
pute. An amendment had been agreed to 
in the committee of the whole, that barbed 
wire for fencing should be admitted free 
of duty. This amendment was rejected; 
and one offered by Mr. Allen, populist, of 
Nebraska, to place “wire for fencing’ on 
the free list, was also rejected—yeas, 32; 
nays, 38. And so wire remains on the 
dutiable list, at rates according to gauge. 
Mica was taken off the free list and put 
on the dutiable list at 20 per cent‘ad va 
lorem, upon motion of Mr. Ransom.

Mr. Ransom’s amendment prevhiled by 
a vote of # yeas to 2 nays.

Mr. Jones as)"ed Mr. Allen to withdraw, 
but he declined. It was then laid on the 
table, on motion of Mr. Harris—yeas, 50; 
nays, 22. 

At 8 o’clock a motion was made by Mr. 
Dolph that the senate should either dis- 
pose of the bill quickly, or let it go over 
till Thursday. He should “hate to see the 
national day desecrated by the passage 
of such a bill.’* 

“Nothing could be so painful to me,”’ 
Mr. Harris remarked, satirically, ‘‘as to 
give the slightest shadow of,pain to the 
senator from Oregon, but I think that the 
bill should be disposed of before the senate 
adjourns, and I hope that every senator 
will stay here until it is disposed of.”

At 10 o'clock p. m. there was an immense 
concourse of spectators in the galleries, 
most of them ladies, and all waving fans 
industriously, for the atmosphere of thé 
chamber was hot and sweltering. Senators 
evinced great impatience at the unneces- 
Sary delay occasioned by the offering of 
amendments which had no show of being 
adopted, and which occupied time in taking 
the yeas and nays. 

There was much excitement as to the re- 
Bult of the final vote and arumor prevailed 
that the bill would be beaten. The chair- 
man of the house committee on ways and 
means—Mr. Wilson—and ss representatives 
McMillin and Springer, were interested 
spectators of the proceedings and eager 
watchers for the last struggle. 

At 10 o’clock p. m. the bill was read the 
third time and then Mr. Smith, democrat, 
of New Jersey, rose and addressed the sen- 
ate in a set speech against the ‘‘socialistic 
income tax,”’ as he characterized it, but 
he said he should vote for the pending Dill, 
because he is a democrat. z 

Passed by Five Majority. 

Mr. Hill declared his continued antago- 
nism to the bill, characterizing it 
as a ragbag production, a  crazy- 
quilt production, a _  spiendid nothing. 
The close of his speech was applauded. 

The calling of the roll on the final pas- 
Sage of the tariff bill began at 10:25 o’clock 
and the vote resulted—yeas, 39; nays, 34.

But the Operator Remembers tbe Sub- 


stance, and It Is Not Favorable 
' for the Deiendant. 


Huntsville, Ala., July 3.—(Special.)}—Inter- 
est increases in Judge Tally’s impeachment 
itrial as the evidence grows more’germane 
to the issue. Thirteen witnesses were ex- 
amined today. All were of Scottsboro. John 
Caloway, colored, who wap in the employ of 
Ross as a family servant, testified that~he 
went in the hack with Mr. Ross to Steven- 
son to take charge of the valise. Caloway 
did not know anything of any contemplated 
trouble when they left Scottsboro, and Mr. 
Ross gave him no intimation of it or where 
they were going. He supposed that Ross 
was going south by way of Sand mountain, 
as he did when he left about January 7th. 
The remainder of the evidence of the wit- 
nesses, except the last three, was confined 
to the mévements of the Skelton boys in 
Scottsboro on the morning of February 4th. 

C. W. Hunt, testified to seeing Judge Tally 

,and Bob Skelton together at.the latter’s of- 

fice late Saturday evening, February‘3d, but 
thought nothing unusual of it. Several of 
the other witnesses saw Judge Tally on the 
streets of Scottsboro Sunday morning, talk- 
ing to Bob for a few minutes. Gregory 
came from Chattanooga on a train with 
Judge Tally the Friday night before the 
killing. Tally had been off holding court and 
told the witness about the number of mur- 
der trials he had heard. The witness re- 
marked that they would likely have some 
killing in Scottsboro, and Tally asked ‘‘Why 
do you think so?” The witness replied, 
“Well, Ross has come back home and the 
Skelton boys are on the war path.”’ 

This was based on mere street talk and 
rumors. Tally said he did not think Ross 
would remain in Scottsboro, or something 
like that. 

Mat Snodgrass was at Gold’s livery stable 
early Sunday morning, February 4th. Judge 
Tally’s son came and got a horse. A boy 
named John and Jim Skelton got three. 
John’s horse was ridden by one of the 
Skelton boys. Judge ually paid for this 
horse together with other items in his ac- 
count. It was a frequent thing for Miss 
Tally to order horses from the stable. No 
parts of the foregoing evidence showed that 
Judge Tally knew what the Skelton boys 
were up to or had any knowledge of his 
son getting the horse or anything about it. 

Whitney, the ‘telegraph operator stated 
that after the passenger train going west 
passed Sunday morning, February 4th, Ed 
Ross asked him to go down to the: office, 
which was in the freight depot about one 
hundred yards below the passenger depot. 
Ross said he wanted to send a message. 
They went down together and Whitney sent 
this telegram for him to R. C. Ross at Ste- 
venson, about 10:26 o'clock: 

‘Four men on horseback in pursuit; arm- 
ed. Lookout!” 

Ed Ress said to me: “I don’t wantany one 
to know anything about this,”’ and he went 
out. Judge Tally came in before Ross finish- 
ed writing the message. Judge Tally wrate 
a message and called in Judge Bright, who 
was passing. They talked privately for a 
few minutes, when Judge Tally came back 
and handed me his message, which read: 

“William Huddleston, Stevenson: Don’t 
let party warned get away. Say nothing.’’ 

The original telegram sent by Judge Tally 
has been lost and capnot be found. The 
witness missed it when he checked up on 
February 6th. When Judge Tally handed 
his telegram to the witness he said it had 
a connection with the one Ross had handed 
him. 

Judge Brignt staced that in the conversa- 
tion before alluded to, when Judge Tally 
wrote the message, Judge Tally said to him 
in substance: ‘‘What do you reckon that 
young man (the operator) would think if 
I should tell him that I. would put him out 
of this room before he should send that 
telegram?’ ’ To this the witness protested. 
Tally said: “I don't want that telegram 
sent, and I am going to send this one,’’ 
showing the witness the one he had written.

The scene was one of those that appeal 
to the gentlest emotions of the heart. With 
the fragrant evidences of memory clasped 
in their tiny arms, the little children ren- 
dered a song which was followed with 
prayer by Dr. Barnett, and a feeling ad- 
dress by Mr. Inman. The children then si- 
lently deposited their flowers on the grave 
and after another song by the children, the 
little assembly silently dispersed. 

The Jennie D, Inman orphanage, from a 
Smail beginning, nas become one of the 
best charitable institutions in the state. It 
now has forty-one inmates, yo in age 
from three to twelve years. The home is 
non-sectarian and any orphan white child 
in the state is eligible. It is managed ex- 
clusively by a board of directors, which is 
composed of the following ladies: 

Mrs. J. S. Turner, president; Mrs. Evan 
P. Howell, Mrs. Richard Peters, Mrs. 
George H. Hinds, Mrs. A. D. Adair, Mrs. 
W. A. Moore, Mrs. J. A. Bowie, Mrs. E. A. 
Werner and Mrs. Walker Inman. 

All of the influences of a Christian home 
are thrown around the children and their 
mental instruction is thorough. At the 
same time they are taught to perform such 
duties as will fit them for usefulness in the 
walks of life. A non-sectarian Sunday 
school is conducted at the orphanage by 
Mr. Clifford Moss and attendance upon the 
various churches is enforced. The children 
are bright and healthy and their appear- 
ance indicates the most wholesome infiu- 
ences. There was not a case of sickness 
among the child-en last year. The board 
of managers is composed of soulful, earn- 
est women, whose i est in the welfare 
of the children is that Which has been in- 
spired by the love and tenflerness of moth- 
erhood and the ‘little waifs whose destiny 
it is to be bereft of parents dre safe in their 
hands. 


SUSTAINED THE PASTOR, 


There Is a Conflict Between Secret 
Lodges and the Churches. 

The German Lutheran church, ‘of which 
Rev. F. H. Meuschke is pastor, has beén 
literally alive with a novel controversy. At 
a recent funeral of a prominent lodge mem- 
ber, who was also a member of the St. 
John’s Iatheran church, the pastor de- 
clined ‘to officiate at the graveside in con- 
nection with the lodge representatives. The 
story was then set afoot that he had re- 
fused to conduct te funeral exercises of 
the deceased because he belonged to a 
secret organizations. 

This statement was published and the 
pastor was called upén to defend his posi- 
tion. The meeting was held at the Luther- 
an church last night and several members 
of ‘both lodge and church spoke after the 
minister made his defense. All the re- 
marks were made in German. 

Rev.’ Mr. Meuschke, who is a finely edu- 
cated young man, made an able and elo- 
quent defense of his real position. Below 
is an extract from his speech: 

“I de not stand for my own sake, plead- 
ing my cause, but for your sake and of 
love to my Savior and to you, whom He 
has entrusted to me and for whose: souls 
I must some day render account. In our 

ecent meeting I have been requested to 
ive my reason for refusing to officiate at 
the grave in company with secret socie- 
ties. I have not refused to officiate in the 
house or at the church, as the German 
paper stated. I do not condemn the in- 
dividual members of secret sdcieties, on 
the contrary I freely a@mit that many 
Christians join secret orders, not purely 
from worldly or selfish motives, but with 
the firm resolution to remain devout Chris- 
tians, but the whole lodge system as such 
is against the clear word of God. 

“This gjoaay seem like a hard statement, 
but Christ nfust rule in Zion. In II Cor. 6, 14, 
18,Paul admonishes his congregation: ‘Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with un- 
believers, for what tellowship hath right- 
ousness with unrightousness, and what 
communion hath light with darkness?”’’ etc. 
Christ and His mediation are’ rejected in 
the lodge.and you are compelled to recog- 
nize those as your brethren who tread your 
and my Savior under foot. The psalmist 
blesses “the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the-ungodly, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor seated in the seat 
of the scornful.’ 

‘You say the lodge is a grand institution. 
If so, why does it remain secret? Why 
does it not show its colors? John (3-20) 
teaches us: ‘That. every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light lest his deeds should be reproved.’ 
If we have good motives and intentions, 
secret signs, etc., are a dispensable evil. 

“The oath employed upon entering a so- 
ciety is prohibited by our Savior. Matt. 
6-34: ‘Swear not at all; neither by heaven, 
for it is God’s throne,’’ etc. An oath is only 
permitted when the honor of, our God and 
the salvation of our neighbor requires it. 
Fuséidermore, the candidate entering a 
lodge swears not to reveal ite secrets and 
to promote its cause, yet he knows what he 
is taking upon himself. First Thes. 6-21: 
‘Prove all things; Hold fast that which is 
good.’ You say you also raise your hearts 


in prayer, but do you pray in the name of ‘ 


Jesus, who says (John 14-13) ‘And whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in My name, that will I 
do, that the Father may be glorified in 
the Son,’ God does not hear our prayer if 
it is not. in the name of Jesus. John 5-23: 
‘He that honoreth not the Son honoreth 
not the Father which hath sent him.’ | 

“We are not only commanded not to re- 
nounce Christ, but to confess Him. Matt. 
10-31: ‘Whosoever, therefore, shall confess 
Me before men, him will I confess also 
before My® Father, ‘which is in heaven.’ 
Wherever we go, wherever we stand, we 
are to confess Christ and to testify that 
He is the way, the truth and the life. This, 
your Savior, the lodge rejects.” 

After tthe discussion the pastor -was 
eustained by a vote of three to one: :

The rains of the past few days have 
had a beneficial effect upon the coun 
and the crops are Going as wel] as could 
expected. 

_ From the weather bureau the follow 
report has been issued: 


“The past week has brought marked/jm-. 


steam in the general crop prosgect. 
howers have fallen in all parts of Gefrgia, 
and nearly every farm has receiv 


or less rain. Th 


abated severity, but they are not n 
The temperature has also been yigh, and 
the heat, together with the moigture, has 
forced corn and cotton to -ray 
The result of the grain har 
showing an average yield, in 
crop of wheat and rye-in mére northerly 
‘districts. The occurrence of fain hag faril- 
itated the pjanting of peas gnd forage corn 
after grain. A iarge acreage of the former 
is reported. ; 
“The weather in the rthwestern coun- 
ties bus becn extremely hot and dry and 
a good soaking rain ig badly needed. The 
few scattered showers Which visited this 
section were of short duration, and the 
litle meisture depg@sited thereby was im- 
nediately evaporated byi ‘the hot sun. 
arm work of all kinds has been pushed, 
and the cutting of late oats and planting 
of summer vegetables have been the order 
of the day. Wotton has not suffered much 
for moisture and shows some improvement, 
although the piant is dwarfed. Wheat and 


‘oats have about ull been harvested. Wheat 


will be an average crop, while the oat 
crop ig far beiow the average. Corn in 
some sections is regaining color, but that 
on the upjands is beginning to twist and 
will be a failure unless rain occurs soon. 
The hay crop is short. 

“With rain Well seattered throughout 
the seciion Curing the past week, the crops 


ew: northern Georgia have, as a rule, taken | 


on a new lease of life and now look better 
than ior many weeks. Cotton shows a very 
Marked improvement, but isgenerally stunt- 
ed and very late. In most localities wheat 
and oats have ail been harvested and 
threshing is being pushed rapidly toward 
compietion. Corn has almost aljl been laid 
by, and looks nice, but a few correspondenis 
report that it still needs more rain. Pota- 
toes are flourishing, and give promise of 
an excellent yield. Gardens are very poor, 
and will require the most favorable weather 
in the future, or there will be but few veg- 
etabies. Peas planted in stubble are above 
the soil, but are not growing very rapidly. 
Melon vines look wejl, but the crop ig very 
late. 

“gavorable growing weather is reported 
over most of the northeast section. In a 
few places, however, the weather has been 

dry. Corn and cotton are growing very 
ast where there has been plenty of mois- 
ture. Corn is nearly all laid by. Cotton 
is very smajl, but looks healthy. Drought 
injured .cotton less than all other crops. 
Most of the cotton now is putting’ on 
‘squares.’ The rye crop has been about all 
harvested; yield good. Gardens are a fail- 
ure in many localities owing to the long 
continued spell of dry weather in June. 
Peas have been planted on much of the land 
that bore this season’s grain crops. Pas- 
tures are not very good. 

“Pheftei are sti some farms in the west- 
ern counties upon which rain has not fallen, 
and in these jocalities the vegetation is 
suilering very much. The grain harvest is 
over, and where showers have wetted the 
fields peas and potato slips have been set 
out. Cotton is in good condition, is forming 
well and a few blooms have appeared. 
Watermeions and sugarcane are growing 
hicely. Corn on the uplands is again need- 
ing rain. It has been showered heavily -m 
a number of places ang is now in very fair 
condition. Young corn on the bottoms will 
be fine if the present seasonable weather 
continues. Gardens are still needing rain, 
as well as the early planting of Irish and 
Sweet potatoes. 

“Most of the central counties have been 
visited by Jocal showers during the past 
week, and, as @ result, all vegetation has 
greatly improved. Upland corn was too far 
Spent to revive, and the corn crop will be 
short. Lowland and branch bottom corn 
are doing nicely. A great many farmers 
are planting large quantities of peas and 
potatoes to make up for the shortage in 
corn. Cotton is very small, but with favor- 
able seasons from now on a fair crop may 
be realized. Gardens have been almost a 
complete failure, especially the early 
pianted. The watermelon crop is rather 
poor and the melons are small. Wheat and 
oats have al! been harvested and both 
turned Out poor crops, especially so in the 
case of oats. Peas on stubble lands are 
beginning to come up. 

“The weather of the past week has been 
more favorable for crops in the eastern 
counties, and, with the assistance of ec- 
casional showers, vegetation is growing 
most vigorously. Farmers have put out a 
large crop of potato slips which are grow- 
ing, nicely, and it is believed will make 
an average crop. Sugarcane and pinders 
are thriving. Cotton has improved very 
much—is blooming in many fields, but still 
continues smail and late, with no proba- 
bility of a full crop. Some peas are showing 
above the ground. Farmers are now husy 
plowing their corn for the last time. Al- 
tnough there has been more or less rain 
in alj parts of the section, more moisture 
is needed for almost every kind of vegeta- 
ble and crop. : 

“Great imprevement in crop growth is 
reported in southwest Georgia. Rains have 
been quite general, but as in the other 
sections of the state, there have been some 
few localities which have not’ been thus 
favored. Cotton is growing fast, now put- 
ting on fruit. Corn is making great strides 
forward, but it was so severely injured by 
drought in June that a full recovery is 
hardly possible. Cane is also doing well, 
but is small. Watermelons suffered perhaps 
as much as ‘anything from the gry weather. 
They now are ripening rapidly and are be- 
g'nning to be shipped. Pear shipments have 
also begun, Fine weather prevails ‘for 
pea planting. Sweet potatoes are now very 
far advanced. The recent rains have been 
the source of a Necidedly increased feeling 
of Confidence, which prevails amongst the 
Planters 4nd business men .generally.

aving the president and a large majority 
in both houses of congress, every principle 
and measure of the Chicago platform could 
have been maintained and executed—but 
what do we see! A greater breach of trust 
Was never perpetrated on any party since 
the establisnment of the government. Can 
it be expected then under this state of 
facts that we should endorse Mr. Cleve- 
lan and his administration, or approve the 
action of those democratic senators and 
representatives who confederated and co- 
operated with him in trampling under foot 
this solemn law of the party?

We are de- 
cidedly opposed to the issue of any more 
bonds hy the government. 

“2? We believe in a tariff for revenue 
judicia'tly imposed, considering local inter- 
est and enterprise, and wearein favor of 
such in¢idental protection as will inevi- 
tablv grow out of such a tariff. If the 
tariff fairly and judiciously imposed should 
not raise sufficient revenue to defray the 
expenses of the government, economically 
administered, then we favor the imposition 
of graduated income tax to supply the de- 
ficit, and in order to create a necessity of 
an income tax, justicé and charity demand 
that the ratio of tariff shall be as low as 
possible. 

“3. The constitutional right of each state 
to charter banks of issue being admitted 
the tax of 10 per cent upon state bank 
issues is unconstitutional, illezal and im- 
politic and should be forthwith repealed 
by congress. : 

‘4. The Chicago platform being the rule 
and law for the government of the demo- 
cratic partv, we demand that it be honestly 
and faithfully observed and ecarried out 
by the president, democratic senators and 
members of congress.”’

@ measure, indifferent to what is going on 
about them, and almost ready to welcome 
any outbreak that. may relieve the monot- 
ony of their surroundings atid arouse our 
legislators to a mofe pressing and patriotic 
sense of duty. 

We have no apologies t6 make for lawless- 
ness, and we should esteem it neglect of ob- 

-Mgation not to curb, as far as possible, the 


t eas : impatience. of communities bowed down 


an easy matter to find the remedy which 
the situation demands, but it is not so 
easy to prevail upon a temporizing fed- 
eral legislature to apply it. ‘The cry of 
distress which furnishes The Post with 
a text is a system which the democratic 
party, as the representative of the peo- 
ple ‘cannot’ afford to ignore, and it is 


of the statesmen of that party to dis- 
cover the cause and apply the remedy. 
Statesmanship, in its last analysis, is 
the application of the principles of com- 
mon sense to the problems of politics. 

There is some cause for the widespread 
distress and discontent on which The 
Post comments. What is it? We know 
that the strikes that have occurred 
and are now occurring -through- 
out the country are the result of a re- 
duction of wages. We know, too, :that 
the reduction in wages has been caused

products. We know that in spite of the 
‘unprecedented cheapness of all articles 
of prime necessity, trade and business 
are duller than they ever have been in 
this country. We know that in spite of 
the fact that flour is $3.50 a barrel and 
other things cheap in proportion, thou- 
sands of able-bodied meh and women, 
who are able and eager to work, are in 
a destitute condition. They ,are less 
able to buy flour now than they were 
when it was selling at $8 a barrel. Why? 
Because the scarcity of money in busi- 
ness and trade has placed them in a 
position where they are unable to earn 
a living. 

Let us pursue the investigation a lit- 
-tle farther. Business was prosperous 


, two years ago, and the people who are 


now flying the flag of distress were en- 
joying the results of that prosperity. 
What has happened to bring about such 
a vast change in the condition of af- 
fairs? Nothing less than a vast change 
in our financial system—a change the 
most violent and momentous that ever 
occurred in the history of a people sup- 
posed to be free. Nothing less than the 
destruction—the  obliteration—of the 
debt-paying quality of more than half 
of the coin and currency in circulation. 
Every form of paper currency afloat, as 
well as the silver coinage, has been 
made redeemable in gold. This has in- 
creased the value of gold to such an ex- 
tent that the profits of human labor of 
all kinds, the prices of all the products 
of human labor and the value of all 
forms of property have fallen § and 
shrunk with a rapidity that is without 
precedent or parallel in our economic 
history. 

If the value of only one of two forms 
of property had shrunk, or the price of 
only one or two commodities had fallen, 
thoughtful persons Would be justified in 


but when the value of-all forms of prop- 
erty is shrinking and the prices of all 
commodities are falling the cause can 
only be found in the fact that the money 
for which this property and these com- 
modities are exchangeable is increasing 
in value. The only remedy known to 
economists is to increase the supply of 
the money of redemption. As this can- 
not be done in the case of gold, we must 
have recourse to the use of silver as 
money of final payment. The Chicago 
platform says how this shall be done. It 
pledges the party to restore silver to its 
old place in our currency system as a 
part of the standard money of the coun- 
try. 

That is the remedy for the present 
condition of, trade and business—the 
remedy for idle labor—the remedy for 
destitution—the remedy for the distress 
and discontent that are plunging the 
country into dire confusion—tke remedy 
for strikes—the remedy for low wages 
and no wages—the remedy for all the 
troubles that have followed the sudden 
and disastrous shrinkage of values and 
fall of prices that followed the sudden 
increase in gold values when the mints 
of India were closed to silver in June, 
1893, and silver was effectually demon- 
etized by this country in the fall of the 
same year. 

When will congress make an effort to 
apply this remedy? When will the word 
come from the white house! When! 


A Hero in Humble Life. 


Our telegraphic columns the other 
day eontained the story of a hero in 
humble life. 

A few nights ago a mob of striking 
miners, over the’ protest of their more 
conservative associates, made an attack 
upon a long trestle of the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham road, near 
Adamsville, in Alabama, in the center 
of the mining district. Some of the 
more reckless miners who were deter- 
mined to prevent the hauling of cal 
mined by non-union labor tried to burn 
the trestle. 

But they found a lion in their path! 

William MeLain, the watchman, heard 
the mob approaching one end of the 
trestle about 3 o’clock in the morning. 
The men saturated the wood work with 
oil and set fire tq it. McLain saw that 
the odds were overwhelmingly against 
him, but his brave heart/never faltered, 
and in the face of almost certain death 
he opened fire upon the marauders. 

He was soon out of ammunition and 
had to return fo his station, where he 
summoned his two daughters, one aged 
nine and the other twelve, to his as- 
sistance. Back to the trestle they went 
to put out the fire and save the property. 
A fusillade. of bullets came from the

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Of all the heroes whose names are 
linked with great occasions, not one 
ever showed more fearless courage and 
more single-hearted devotion to duty 
than this poor fellow, who, with one 
child murdered, and the other badly 
wounded, while he himself was disa- 
bled by the bullets of the enemy, still 
had the pluck to protect the property of 
his empjoyers. |

The Great Labor Strike. 

It is now a settled fact that the great- 
est railroad strike in our history is ex- 
tending throughout the west and threat- 
ening other sections. | 

Originally the strike was intended to 


} boyeott all Pullman ears and thus force 


the company to restore the former wages 
of its employes, but it is feared that 
other organizations besides the railroad 
men will become involved unless a set- 
tlement is reached in the next few days. 
The New Orleans Times-Democrat says: 


An uglier feature still of the strike, as 
Our readers may have observed, is reported 
from Chicago, to the effect that the State 
Federation ef Labor of Tllinois, which num- 
bers 100,000 men in Chicago alone, has prom- 
ised that it also will join in the strike if 
the Pullman trouble be not settled within 
the next few days. And as every labor or- 
ganization in Chicago is said to be affiliated 
to the federation, the result of a sympa- 
thetic strike on the part of the federation 
would be a general tie-up of Chicago’s in- 
dustries. The Chicagoese would have neith-

And supposing that that threatened strike 
of the Federation of Labor were extended 
all over the United States, what a delightful 
time the country would have this heated 
spell! Not only would there be a com- 
plete cessation from travel by rail, and 
probably also by steamboat, but there would 
be complete cessation from industry and 
business of all sorts. We were threatened 
with a taste of that sort of thing in New 
Orleans eighteen or nineteen months ago, 
and we realize in a faint sort of way what 
it would mean. 

<xtended over the country, it would mean 
the extreme hardship and inconvenience to 
60,000,000 or 70,000,000 of people, in which 
luckily the strikers would be included; it 
would mean the loss of property in live 
stock and perishable goods to the extent of 
hundreds of millions of dollars; it would 
mean, in fact, the dislocation of all. social 
and civilized relations. 

It is to be hoped that these serious 


consequences will be averted. Nothing 
could be more unfortunate just at this 
time than a bitter and a prolonged strug- 
gle between organized labor and organ- 
ized capital. .The Pullman boycott 
started in this way: The company or- 
dered a reduction of wages, alleging 
that the concern was losing money on 
account of the prevailing hard times. 
A few days later the directors declared 
a dividend of 2 per cent on their heavily 
watered stock. The men struck, but 
they apparently had a hopeless fight. 
Then President Debs, of the American 
Railway Union, came to their assist- 
ance and ordered a boycott on all Pull- 
man cars. When the union men on the 
different railroads refused to handle 
Pullman ears they were discharged. 
The employes of a number of soya 
struck, and the strike is spreading in 
every direction. Within the past two 
days it has reached such proportions 
that it has become necessary to call out 
federal troops to maintain order. 

Where the trouble will end it is hard 
to say, but the good sense of all the par- 
ties concerned will probably bring about 
a compromise of some sort. The people 
cannot afford to haves travel and traffic 
interrupted. Alregdly the farmers of 
Georgia are suffering from a freight 
blockade which prevents them from 
shipping their melons, and thousands 
of dollars worth of fruit is now rotting 
in the southern depots.° Our melon 
growers understand the situation, and 
they are not prepared to accept it com- 
placently. They know that the strike 
is one of the results of the gold standard 
policy of contraction, which has caused 
such a widespread shrinkage of values 
and reduction of wages. The real re- 
sponsibility for this blow to the melon 
traffic rests; not upon the ygailroad men, 
but upon the gold sharks whose policy 
has caused the strike.

By What Authority? 

The Robinson case has brought out 
testimony showing that the lash is used 
at the city stockade when the prisoners 
refuse to work. 

By what authority? , 

‘A man may be sent to the stockade 
because he is prevented“by poverty from 
paying his street tax, or he may be un- 


pay. his water tax may cause him to 
violate a sanitary ordinance, and he will 
be sentenced to work out his fine. Is 
it lawful to whip such unfortunates be- 
cause they cannot or will not work? 

By what authority? 

The class of prisoners here described 
are certainly not criminals in any sense. 
If they are sick there is no doctor at the 
stockade to examine them in the morn- 
ing when they are drdered to go to work, 
and if their\complpint is not credited 
‘they run the Nsk of being whipped be- 
cause they are unnble to work. 

By what authority? 

If the law authorizes the lash to be 
used on these people it should be re- 
pealed. 

We do not believe that under the con- 
stitution a man who has committed no 
crime, but has simply violated a city 
ordinance, can be whipped. Certainly 
it would be an outrage to lash a man 
who is virtually a prisoner for debt. 

These things are worth thinking about.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Memphis Commercial-Appeal is the 
name of the consolidated Commercial and 
The Appeal-Avalanche. Mr. G. C. Mat- 
thews, late editor-in-chief of The Appeal-

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The New Orleans Times-Democrat proves 
by figures that, while the south has more 
than a third of the population of the coun- 
try, its failures last year were but 13.21 
per cent of the total number of failures. 
In clearing house returns, the falling off 
in the south was 17.4 per cent, and the de- 
cline in the rest of the country was 34 per 
cent. While the south is to be congratu- 
lated on its prosperity, these figures are 
another indication of the enormous losses 
sustained by the manufacturing section 
through the uncertainty of legislation af- 
fecting present and future operations.

An interesting plan is under discussion in 
the legislature of the colony of Victoria, 
Australia, for the relief of farmers who 
wish to borrow money on their land. The 
gavings bank commissioners are to be au- 
thorized to “assist producers” by lending 
them money to the amount of half the 
vaiue of their land, under a plan by which 
borrowers wll repay principal and 5 per 
cent interest in extended half-yearly in- 
stallments. The commissioners would be 
recouped by 4 per cent mortgage bonds, 
issued Ictally and guaranteed by the goverfn- 


ment. 


The Guernsey cow, in their native land, 
is estimated even more highly than the 
Jersey; it is larger, and, instead of being 
a 4elicate fawn color, is reddish and 
brindled. These cows are milked three 
times daily, and the milk is churned with- 
out skimming; one pound of wutter a day 
is no uncommon thing for a good cow.

When they are’ done 
eating they are at’ once removed from the 
sun into the shade. The breed is preserved 
from intermixture with other breeds” by 
laws which are strictly enforced.

The preliminaries of this great undertak- 
ing, which is destined to eclipse anything 
of the kind ever before projected in the 
south, are progressing as rapidly as time 
and energy permit; and the diligence which 
the executive committee is exhibiting shows 
that it is composed of the fright material. 
In the meantime, a great deal of genuine 
enthusiasm has been aroused among the 
people of Atlanta and Georgia, which will, 
no doubt, extend rapidly over the whole 
southern country. 

Evidently the people who have this splen- 
did enterprise in hand. are fully awake to 
the advantages which are certain to accrue 
from its success, and are equally compe- 
tent to make it the success that it de- 
gerves to be. The whole country will be 
the gainer by it. Although Georgian in its 
inception and to be southern in its salient 
characteristics, it cannot fail to prove na- 
tional in the beneficence of its results.

We have read with much interest the 
reply of Hon. Clark Howell, of The Atlanta 
Constitution, to an article on “Southern 
Credit’—rather southern discpedit—by Mr. 
John F. Hume in the current number of 
The North American Review. Mr. Hume 
bases his attack on southern credit on sev- 
eral assumptions: 1. That the debts con- 
tracted by southern state legislatures, in 
the reconstruction period, were legitimate 
and binding, morally and legally on the 
people of those states. 2. That the repudia- 
tion of parts of these debits was wanton, 
ruthless dishonesty. | 

From these, his major premises, Mr. 
Hume draws the conclusions, first, that 
the southern states enjoy a low credit com- 
pared to the standing of other states, in 
the money market. Second, that this low 
credit of the south was brought on them 
by their repudiation of some of the ee 
created by legislation between 1865 and 
—the reconstruction years. 

We have not the space for a complete 
review of Mr. Howell’s calm, thorough, 
dignified rejoinder to Mr. Hume. The peo- 
ple should read the articles in The Review/ 
they can get a thorough idea of the issuei 
discussed only by reading both. 

Mr. Howell does not allow himself to 
characterize the clearly malicious purpose 
of Mr.-Hume’s attack; he contents himself 
with sweeping away Mr. Hume’g “facts” 
and logic and putting forward the truth 
and the inevitable deductions from the 
truth. Nothing is omitted. Every propo- 
sition ts disposed of, in its order. It is 
shown that, neither in morals nor law, 
were fhe plundered states bound to pay 
the bonds, which répresented nothing but 
robbery, from the sales of which the states 
derived no manner of benefit.

Captain Howell’s Answer. 

“The above card from Captain George B. 
Forbes was sent to The Constitution last 
night for publication. Captain Forbes is 
one of our most respectable citizens and is 
a candidate for one of the county offices, 
and if elecied will make a good ari effi- 
cient officer. I take the liberty of answer- 
ing Captain Forbes’s card in the paper 
that I may be able to give the public the 
reason that moved the executive commit- 
tee of the democratic party to call a pri- 
mary for all the officers that are to be 
elected this year on the 18th of July. 

“First, we were instructed by a resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr, Vining and unani- 
mously adopted by a mass meeting (one of 
the largest ever held in the county) to call 
& primary and hold an election for all the 
officers to be elected Dy the voters of this 
county on:-one day. 

“2. The various members of the commit- 
tee notified me that they had discussed 
this subject with the Gandidates for the 
various officés and had invited them to be 
present and express their desire on this 
subject. There was no one there io ob- 
ject and the resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

“3. We had to call a primary to take ac- 
tion for the selection of delegates to the 
congressional convention of the fifth con- 
gressional district, that meets on the Ist 
day of August or some day in July. 

“After discussing the stibject the 18th day 
of July was selected, and there being no 
objection offered by any one why that 
would not be a suitable day for a primary 
for all officers for the county, and obeying 
the instructions of the people who created 
our committee, we called a primary for all 
those offices to be filled by election this 
year. 

““These are the motives that moved the 
committee, and so far as I am informed, 
they are of the same opinion still, without 
a dissenting voice. : 

“Now, so far as I am concerned, as 
chairman of the committee, it would afford 
me great pleasure to accommodate both 
the ‘outs’ and the ‘ins,’ but I am at a loss 
to see how there can be any advantage to 
either when we-give the good people of 
this county three weeks to determine who 
they will vote for. A man who cannot 
make up his mind in that time as to whom 
he wants to vote for is more liable to vote 
wrong than to voie right. The question 
of ‘outs’ and ‘ins’ was not considered by 
the committee. The sole object that moved 
it so far as I know, was to adopt a pian 
that would give our people one day to hold 
all these elections without splitting them up 
aod holding a primary for each separate 
Olfice to be filled. 

“Really 1 cannot see where there is any 
danger in an early primary for any office 
to be filled, so far as the people are con- 
cerned. If the people in a primary se- 
lect an uhworthy man for an office, it is 
certainly better, so far as the people are 
concerned, to find it out before he is elect- 
ed than to find it out afterwards. 

“I do not think the committee made any 
mistake in this macter. As long as I am 
chairman of the committee I shall insist 
on bunching the elections and let one pri- 
mary cover them all, whenever it is. pos- 
sible to be done.

Once More the Question of Quarterly 
Payment of Teachers. 

% 

WILL QUARTERLY PAYMENTS FAILP 


The Attorney General Now Has Under 
Consideration a Knotty Question—His 
Opinion Expeciantly Awaited. 


The school fund is in controversy again. 
And tthe fate of the quarterly payment of 
teachers seems to be hanging. upoOn an 
opinion which ig yet to be rendered by At- 


» torney General Terrell. 


It all depends on the construction which 
he puts on the fourth section of the school 
law as passed by the last legislature 
whether ithe teachers will get the money 
due them now or must wait until January. 

The point is a néw one. It is as to the 
time when. the $300,000, borrowed under au- 
thority of the act to make the first quar- 
terly payment, must be returned to the 
treasury. . 

Yesterday State School Commissioner 
Bradwell issued a circular to the county 
school, commissioners of Georgia, giving 
them some information about the secend 
quarterly payments. Under the provisions 
of the act the money which may be to the 
credit of the school fund on June 3th is 
to be apportioned to the different counties 
for the payment of teachers for the work 
they have performed from the ist of 
April to the last of June. The county 
school commissioners ard now sending in 
to the office of tHe state school com- 
missioner their statements showing how 
much is due each teacher in their counties. 
There stands to the credit of the school 


‘fund about $150,000,which would come pretty 


nearly paying the amount due to the 
teachers for the last quarter’s work—or at 
least would pay a large portion of it. 
The Commissioner’s Circular, 
©ommissioner Bradwell’s circular is as 
follows: 

“To the County School Commissioners of 
Georgia—I regret to inform you that there 
is unavoidable delay about the arrange- 
ments for, apportioning the school fund in 
the treasury for the quarter ending last 
Saturday, June 30th. This delay is oc- 
casioned by a controversy which has arisen 
over the proper construction to be given to 
the following section of the law recently 
enacted, commonly Known as the quarterly 
payments law: 

“ ‘Section 4. Be it likewise enacted, -That 
in order tO make the apportionment herein 
provided, and in order to make quarterly 
payments to the teachers in the common 
schools of the state, the treasurer of the 
state is hereby authorized to draw, on the 
ist day of April, on any funds in the treas- 
ury, $800,000 to pay the teachers quarterly, 
the same to be repaid from the school fund 
when the game shall be paid into the 
treasury.’ NX 

“Until this néatter is settled, the appor- 
tioning board, which is composed of the 
State school commissioner, the comptroller 
general and the treasurer, can do noth- 
ing. 
“I claim that the sum of $150,000 of school 
money, which has come in from the dif- 
ferent specific taxes and half rental of the 
State road, does not go to the Hquidation of 
the debt of $300,000 advanced to the school 
fund April lst, but is to be apportioned 
now as directed in section 2 of the act, 
and that it was never vontemplated that 
this borfowed sum was to be paid back 
until the entire school fund, from direct as 
well as specific taxes, was paid in. 

“It will be at least a week before a 
solution will be reached, but your itemized 
Statemenis must be sent in as usual. 

“I will also add that the itemized state 
ments must be made out as before with 
the additional directions contained in cir- 
cular No. 19. In every case, also, the cer- 
tificate showing balance on hand must be 
sent up. 

“A little patience, 
ness, is necessary. 

‘Ss. D. BRADWELL, 
“State School Commissioner,.”’ 
The Question in Issue. 

The whole thing hinges on what, con- 
sidering the context and the intent of the 
act, is meant by the sentence: ‘‘The same 
to be repaid from the school fund when 
the same shall be paid into the treasury.”’ 

The point raised is: 

Does this mean that as soon after the 
Ist of April as any money belonging to 
the school fund is paid into the treasury 
that money must immediately be paid to 
the credit of the fund from which this $300,- 
000 was borrowed? 

Or, does it mean that when the school 
fund has as much as $800,000 to its credit, 
then that money must be turned over to 
the fund from which the same amount, 
used at the end of the first quarter, was 
borrowed? 3 

If the first construction is put upon the 
act then the quarterly payments plan is 
immediately knocked out. There can be, 
under such construction, no payment of 
teachers after the ist of April until the ist 
of January. If, however, it is not required 
that the echool fund shall pay back this 
$300,000 until the last part of the year— 
when that fund receives about $700,000 from 
direct taxes and other sources—then quar- 
terly payments can be accomplished.

MADE A RATE OF THEIR OWN. 


Two Railroads Boycotted tor Viola- 
tion of the Association Rules. . 
Some very spicy matter is back of an 
order issued yesterday by Assistant Com- 
missioner M. Slaughter, which, in effect, 
boycotts the Atlanta and Florida and the 
Georgia Midland and Gulf railroads, so far 
as the Southern Passenger Association is 
concerned. 

Several weeks ago the association named 
a rate for all the roads for the Knights of 
Pythias convention at Columbus. It is 
charged that the:two roads mentioned vio- 
lated the agreement entered into by the as- 
sociation and disregarded the rate, making 
one. The Atlanta and Florida 
fixed the lower rate which caused the trou- 
ble, but as the Georgia Midland and Guif 
is one of its connections, the latter road 
participated in the violation. 

The matter caused a big kick among 
competing lines. It was brought to the at- 
tention of the association and a great 
volume of evidence submitted. It transpired 
that two young men had been sent to get 
evidence against the two roads by buying 
their low rate tickets. The young men were 
not Pythians,.to whom the rate was 
made. The Atlanta and Florida pedple 
claimed that sples had been sent to get up 
something to make out the case, and the 
hearing was not lacking in spirit. The or- 
der issued by the association is as follows: 

“To General Passenger Agents of Compa- 
nies Members of the Southern Passenger 
Association—Gentlemen: At the meeting of 
the rate committee of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association, held at New York on 
June 14, 1894, a complaint was brought by 
a member against the Atlanta and Florida 
railway and the Georgia Midland and Gulf 
railroad companies, charging a violation of 
the rates and rules of the association. 

‘In view of the authentic character of 
the evidence submitted, the commissioner 
was authorized to order a discontinuance 
of interchangé of passenger business with 
the roads mentioned until such time as he 
may recommend that such relations be 
restored.. 

“Now, therefore, the commissioner orders 
that the lines members of this association 
withdraw all ticket and baggage check 
representation to points on or reached 
by the lines of the Atlanta and Florida 
railway and the Georgia Midland and Gulf 
raijroad and forbids the accéptance of 
tickets from pofnts on said lines or tickets 
issued by lines outside of this association 
and reading over the road named to points 
on or reached by the lines members of this 
association, this order to take effect July 
6, 1894. Yours very truly,

A Colored Convict Recaptared After 
* Long Years of Liberty. 


ESCAPED FROM THE CHAINGANG IN 1878 


Was Betrayed by One ot His Race—Car- 
ried Back te Serve Ont His Term. 
Another Capture. 


Qn May 18, 1873, Monroe Marshall, a col- 
ored convict, made a daring escape from the 
Fulton county chaingang. Yesterday morn- 
ing, after twenty-two years of uninter- 
rupted freedom, he was recaptured and 
cdrried back to the convict camp in 
shackles. 

Twenty years ago, when he made his es- 
cape, he was young, strong and robust— 
strong enough to overpower two guards and 
give the bloodhounds a futile chase for 
many miles. He was earried back old and 
decrepit—almost too weak to stand up 
under the weight of his shackles. 

In 1873 Marshall was given a sentence in 
the county chaingang, convicted upon the 
charge of assaujt and battery. He had. pro- 
voked a fight with another 
negre and was arrested ce 
sentenoed. He refuained three months 
in the chaingang, when, on account of 
good condct, the foreman made him a 
trusty. One morning, while the rest of the 
convicts were at b*eakfast, Marshall made 
a wild break for liberty. Two guards seized 
him, but he pushed them easily aside and 
made for the woods. Several shots were 
vainly fired at the fleeing man. Then the 
dogs were put on his track and gave him a 
good race. But the negro reached the 
river in good time to swim across and es- 
cape. 

The chase was given up and the guards 
returned to camp. Years passed, other con- 
victs came and went, Marshall was lost 
sight of and his escape had passed from 
memory. 

Saturday a negro visited the convict 
camps and volunteered the information that 
he knew the whereabouts of an es- 
eape. He was questioned closely concern- 
ing the man whom he said had escaped 
and as to how he jearned the fact. He said 
that the man was named Monroe Marshall 
and lived on Decatur street. Sometime be- 
fore he had told several other megroes how 
he escapd from the chaingang twenty- 
two years ago. His sense of security caused 
him to te]l all about his flight. The negro 
making the report said that he was one of 
the men who heard Marshall’s tale. None 
of the officers at the camps knew of the 
escape and were not inclined to believe 
the fellow. But the books for the year 1873 
were examined and the name Monroe Mar- 
shall was recorded there ag having escaped 
and never recaptured. 

Yesterday morning one of the gang guards 
came into Atlanta. Marshall was pointed 
out to him and the arrest was made. At 
first the man denied that he was ever in 
the chaingang and insisted that he had 
always lived in Fulton county. 

But the guard was inexorabi* and tne ex- 
convict acknowledged that many years ago 
he had escaped. Then he gave a full ac- 
count of his struggle with the guards and 
his run from the dogs. He left Georgia 
the year of his escape and made his way 
to Texas, where he remained for ten years, 


coming back to Atlanta after that time. 
The negro who reported him, he‘says, did 
it to satisfy an old trudge. 
Marshall was carried out yesterday and 
once more put in stripes. 


Another Lucky Capture. 
Yesterday morning Patrolman Harris 
captured Will Giles, a young negro who 
made ‘his escape from the Fulton county 
chaingang three years ago. He had been 
sentenced for larceny and was serving out a 
twelve months’ sentence, when, in some 
mysterious way, he gave the guards the 

sifp and gained his liberty. 
Since then he has been out of the state. 
Patrolman Harris heard several days ago 
that he had returned to Atlanta and had 


‘his eyes open for him. xesterday morning 


he found the negro on’ Marietta street and 
in a few moments had the cuffs on him. 
Giles confessed that he was the man wanted 
and said wat he was willing to finish out 
his twelve months. 

He was carried out to the camps yester 
Gay afternoon. 


WHO CAN VOTE IN THE PRIMARY? 


The Voters Are Paying Their Taxes 
and Getting Ready te Vote. 

The voters of Fulton county are aiready 
well registered, but the interest that has 
begun to manifest itself in view of the com- 
ing primary has brought many men to the 
front who have not been registered for sev- 
eral years.

NEW YORK, July 3.—When it is stated 
that the total sales of stocks at the stoci: 
exchange reached the btggarly total of 60,- 
878 share’; “and that only $502,000 railway 
and miscellaneous bonds changed hands 
during the entire session, it will be seen 
that the day's operation calls for no exten- 
sive comment. That and the fact; that 
‘many operators left the street at an early 
hour to spend the national holiday out of 
town had a tendency to hold things in 
check. The chief characteristic of the day’s 
‘limited speculation was its undertone of 
firmness, London contributing considerable 
to this condition by its early purchase of 
about 10,000 shares of various stocks. The 
foreigners were surprised at the way in 
which the market holds in view of the big 
strike and turned up moderately bulligh this 
morning on American securities as a re- 
eult. Even the bankrupt stecks met with 
better support, Erie rising from 13 to 14%; 
Union pacific, from 10% to 11%; Reading, 
from 16% to 165, and Northen Pacific, pre- 
ferred, from 13% to 14%. A reported agree- 
ment between the receivers and the repre- 
sentatives of the general mortgage stiffen- 
ed Reading securities, while the efforts of 
the Union Pacific receivers to get rid of 
unprofitable branches had a strengthening 
influence on this stock. The higher priced 
railway issues, after a firm opening, re- 
céded %@% per cent, but later on recovered 
the early decline and closed firm. St. Paul, 
however, which was the most active railway 
issue, figured for less than 
Pullman Palace rose \% to 158, declined to 
157144 and closed aft 157%, the sales amount- 
ing to 300 shares. A week ago today the 
stovk sold at 159. Among the specialties, 
Minneapolis and St. Louis declined 5 to 
26@2542; Long Island Traction, 2 to 124%@13%. 
In the Industrial department sugar advancenr 
& to 101 and ran off to 994%, rose to 100% and 
closed at 100%, against 1005, at the close 
yesterday. Brokers, usually acting for in- 
side interest, bought the stock when it 
fell below par. Chicago Gas first declined 
to 77% and then advanced to 793s.

A fire that threatened a wilitabianit “ot 
three hundred houses with destruction: 


started yesterday just before noon in the 
factory occupied by the Dixie Bed Spring 
Company, in the old barracks, and the 


. spread of the flames included three dwel- 


lings and a stable, — : 
The alarm was sent into fire head- 
quarters by telephone, but the flames had 


‘already completely enveloped the spring- 


bed factory and*were catching up the sides 
of the surrounding houses “rapidly | and 
surely, when the department arrived. The 
factory, which was in a building several 
hundred feet’ long, was packed, with ex- 
celsior, which is of a highly inflammable 
character.. The buildings were all old, and 
made fine food for the fire. 

Hose wagon No, 7 was the first com- 
pany to reach the fire, and, before the 
others arrived, had a stream playing upon 
the worst portion of the fire. In hopes of 
keeping the tire down to the one building, 
the men worked with a’ vim and efiergy 
that seemed certain of success, It was 
only a few minutes before Hose. wagon 
No. 5 and steamer No. 5, preceded by 
Chief Joynér and fdllowed by chemical No. 
1 and hook and ladder No. 1 arrived. It 
was not long before Chief Joyner had taken 
a complete survey of the situation, and he 
saw that he needed more water if he was 
to save the old barracks and other build- 
ings near by. He at once sent in a call 
for No. 1 hose wagon, which soon arrived. 

By this time, tleree dwellings, besides 
the factorv Ducidings, were tn flames. The 
firemen redoubled their effofts td save the 
surrounding residences, and the workin the 
warmth of the day and the heat of the 
flamés overcame three firemen of No.. 7 
company—William Watkins, Tom Goodwyn 
and George Waites. Of these, Watkins 
Was worst overheated, but all of them 
had to be removed from the vicinity of 
the fire and physicians called in. Chief 
Joyner saw that it was simply a matter 
of impossibility to re&Sclle the buildings al- 
ready in flames, and devoted his attention 
to those in danger. In this he succeeded, 
and, after three hours Of hard work, some 
of the hottest the department has ever 
had, the “out’’ signal Was sent in at 3 
eo’ clock. 

The Origin of the Fire and Its Results. 

Mr. Charles Dunning, who is one of the 
members of the Dixie Bed Spring Company, 


was in the factory when the fire started. : 


As to its origin, he knew nothing, He 
said that he was sttting at his desk, and 
that the first intimation he had of a fire 
anywhere in his. vicinity was when the 
flames burst through the door at his back. 
He at once sent in the telephone alarm. 

The contents of the building are given a 
valuation of $6,000, and the amount of in- 
surance is about %3,500,. which is in the 
Phoenix, of LOuisville Ky., and the Royal 
Insurance Company, of Liverpool. The 
building was worth about $1,500, and is 
insured for $1,000. It is owned by Mr. W. 
A. Culver. The factory was not in opera- 
tion during this time of the year. 

Another of the destroyed buildings, owned 
by W. A. Culver, was occupied by Mr. M. 
M. Folsom, whose wife has been very sick 
for some time. It was necessary to move 
her, despite her frail condition. Mr, *Fol- 
s0m's loss of furniture and household and 
wearing apparel was very nearly total. 


were Owned by Henry Alexander, and oc- 
cupied, one by a Mr. Benson and the other 
by a Mr. Parish. 

The loss involved is about $8,000 with 
about one-haif insured,

coming election. It is a genuine pleasure 
in this era of our country’s history—in this 
age in which the average politician chang?2s 
his political views as he traverses each suc- 
cessive sign in the political zodiac—in this 
er be in which the political demagogue flour- 
Shes as he was never known to flourish be- 
fore, &énd in which political insincerity is 
not unfrequently crowned with the reward 
of virtue; when the wild and visionary 
schemes of the office-seeker is inflicted upon 
&@ Susceptible public as a remedy for imagin- 
ary wrongs and fancied evils—in this age of 
Political pigmies, it is a lofty privilege to 
Sit in the presence of a man of sublime sta- 
ture and of heroic mold. (Applause.) It isa 
pleasure to hear, questions which effect our 
rights and interests and the rights and in- 
terests of our children after ts discussed by 
a sincere man of recognized ability, by a 
_Senuine patriot and a real democrat. (Re- 
newed applause.) It will be our pleasure to. 
hear such an address today from a distin- 
guished citizen of this state, whose public 
career and whose private life and character 
is suck as to commend his views to the earn- 
est, the patient and the intelligent consider- 
ation of the people of Georgia. The public 
work of our distinguished guest forms an 


important part in the history of Georgia. 


“In early life he consecrated the magnifi- 
cent powers of his intellect to the service of 
his state. He has devoted his life towards 
maintaining and promoting the best inter- 
est of her people and towards promulgating 
the great principles of the democratic party. 
He has been @ recognized champion of civil 
and political liberty. No man has a clearer 
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rat speech In 
He had to wait several seconds for the 
tremendous applause to die away. He was 
confronted by a large concourse of repre- 
sentative citizens of north Georgia,.and the 
impress of eagerness and interest was clear- 
ly stamped on their. upturned faces. There 
were women and children in the audience, 
but for the most part it was made up of old 
men whose hairs were white with the frosts 
of age and whose faces showed plainly the 
mark of intelligence and “thoughtfulness. 
But they were all warmed with «1 common 
impulse to giye Major Bacon a cordial 
greeting, and they did it. 

When, finally, the cheers were hushed, 
Major Bacon proceeded to speak as follows: 

“Fellow Citizens—Fellow Democrats: I do 
not say iadies. because I included them 
when I said ‘fellow democrats.’ (Laughter.) 
I come before you completely overcome by 
the showering compliments of Mr. Brown, 
who has, with a pleasing speech just given 
me introduction to this audience. I am grate- 
ful to my friend Tor his gracious words, 
but my own realization of how little I de- 
serve this praise is, I do assure you, most 
embarrassing. 

“Fellow citizens of Georgia: I have come 
to Canton today to speak to you about pub- 
lic issues that confront us in these days and 
times. I have come at the request, or invi- 
tation, of your democratic executive com- 
mittee to speak on behalf of the party and 
its principles. I have not come in my cwn 
behalf—I have not come in the interest of 
any man—I have come upon an invitation 
that simply brings me here to speak for rhe 
interest of the party, an invitation that it 
has always been my pleasure to atcept when 
I could, an invitation .hat i shall always 
continue to accept when I ean. (4) plause.) 

“I have come to speak to the a!l-impor- 
tant question: ‘Why we snould be demo- 
crats,’ and in proceeding to my task I want 
to repeat what I have just.said—thkat I am 
not here for any attempted display—not here 
in my own interests, but here in the hope 
of doing my duty in the beginning of a try- 


ing campaign. We are in the beginning of a. 


campsign that will be to try to show that 
the democratic party is not worthy of trust. 
We are in the beginning of a campaign that 
is going to be a frightful clash of men who 
formerly fought under one flag, for one 
cause, and that cause the liberty of the in- 
dividual. 

“We are in the beginning of a campaign 
in which we will find those who have banded 
together to teach members of our grand old 
party that they must go forth to worship 
new gods and walk through new fields. I 
regret that the time allowed me today will 
not permit of an extended and thorough dis- 
cussion of the question why we should now, 
just as always, trust the democratic party 
to give us those richts we feel we ought to 
have—those enjoyments we might enjoy 
from the general government. All we want 
in this-Country is for each individual to 
have a fair chance. The great touchstone 
of the democratic party is that it seeks to 
give the individual a sovereignty he can 
wear beneath his-hat. (Applaus¢.) 

‘“‘Whatever imposes upon a citizen burdens 
not borne alixe by all other citizens of that 
government is not democratic.”’ : 

Here Major Bacon went into a detailed 
history of the democratic party, tracing it 
from Thomas Jefferson. He said that the 
principles of Jefferson would nevar aie. 
They have been incorporated in che deiiio- 
cratic-party and they would Hve, for the 
democratic party would live on and ever. 
He said there can never be but two parties 
in this country. There never had been but 
two main parties, although there had been 
rany efforts to raise another and plant it 
permanently. The two parties that must 
iftve On are: First, the party that believes in 
individual sovereignty, and second, the oth- 
er party, that believes in protecting the few 
at the expeuse of the many. He said the 
two parties representing these two contrary 


spirits in this country today were the demo- 


cratic and the republican parties. 

*‘Now,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘I am told that 
there is a liberal element of republicans 
here. I don’t know you by name, but I want 
to say that I don’t believe there is one of 
you who is a republican by principle. You 
are republicans because your fathers were 
republicans and they were republicans be- 
cause of war issues, but the war has been 
over so long you can see those issues are 
dead. Now, in point of fact, can you be 
diffe.ent from democrats in Georgia? Your 
interests are the same. We ar: ¢ill in the 
same boat. How can we be wet ani jou 
dry? 

“Is there a man in Georgia who can be 
benefitted by a party that t:ever seeks to 
benefit the section in which he ‘ives? 

“I am told there are a good many popu- 
lists in this county. I am also told that 
they have not honored me with*their pres- 
ence today. I am sorry, for | wanted to 
talk with them in a spirit of reason, of 
soberness and of truth. I want to tell them 
that there can be but two parties in this 
country. My friends, the populists, claim 
that they are the heirs of Jefferson. If so, 
they ought to be in the democratic patty, 
the party of Jefferson. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) The truth is they are not the heirs 
of Jefferson, and while they have incorpor- 
ated many things in their platform that 
Jefferson favored, they have other things 
in there that would make Jefferson turn 
over in his coffin.’”’ (Renewed laughter and 
applause.) 

Here the speaker went into a full discus- 
sion of the tariff, which took up very much 
of his time. He showed how the protective 
tariff of the republican party had caused 
citizens to pay more for their necessities. of 
life than they ought to pay, and called this 
a tax. His figures on this argument were 
very interesting and carried conviction with 
them. 

“The democratic party opposed this meas- 
ure,”’ said Majer Bacon, ‘‘for the democratic 


party has always been opposed to givirg ‘ 


certain benefits to a few not enjoyed by the 
whole people. Is there a man within the 
sound of my voice who wili uphold the prin-« 
ciple that a few should enjoy privileges of 
the government not enjoyed by the masses? 
If not, then there is no man within the 
sound of my voice but who ought to vote 
the democratic ticket. 

“According to the figures of authorities 
there are only 7 per cent of the people of 
this great commonwealth that enjoy the 
benefits of the protective tariff. There are 
seventy laborers tO every owner in this 
country. These laborers do not enjoy the 
benefits of the protective tariff. t is true 
that it is an indirect tax, and does not fall 
on the individual directly, but, if a woman 
pays $20 for a dress that she ought to get 
for $10 the husband is $10 poorer, whether 
he knows it or not. 

“Suppose there was a fellow clothed by 
the right of the government to stand by you 
every time you bought a hat or a plow and 
said the government authorized him to 
take half of the money you pay, thus mak- 
ing you pay twice what you ought. You 
would rise in rebellion. The amount of 
money that goes out from Georgia on ac- 
count of the tariff tax aniounts to from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. It goes to the pockets 
of men to whom you owe nothing. Now, 
suppose Tor once that the Georgia legisla- 
ture were to pass a law requiring you to be 
taxed to pay in a single year the debt of 
the state, which is, I believe, something 
like $10,000,000. Don’t you know you would 
rise in rebellion before you would pay the 
‘state’s debt this way in a single year? And 
yet the amount you would thus pay would 
be less than the people of Georgia pay an- 
nudlly to these protected men by the tariff 


tax.’ (Applause.)

The Cost of Living. 

Major Bacon proceeded: 

“What was the incre cost of 
after the McKinley bill was pushed through 
the congress of the United States? From 
the statistics of the republicans themselves 
it is found that the cost of living was in- 
creased in the United States to $185,000,000. 

“If I am wrong in this calculation, I live 
in this state and intend to remain in it, 
and my opponents will have due chance to 
correct me on the two or three hundred 


stumas that I intend to speak from during. 


the campaign. 

“Now, the tariff bill that is being put 
through congress now is not all I would 
have it myself, but it is a step in the right 
direction, and I am in favor cf going that 
way. If we can’t go quite as fast as I 
would like to go I am in favor of going 
slow. Surely I am not in favor of going 
the other way, or of going in no direction, 
but standing still. Whatever there may or 
may not be in that tariff bill, one thing is 
certain, there will go with it a tax on .in- 
comes.” (Great applause.) 

Amid the applause there were many in- 
terruptions, which Major Bacon threw aside 
by saying: “I am telling the truth, and I 
am right and will not be driven from my 
opinion of what is right or wrong by demo- 
crats, republicans or whatnots.” 

“T am not in favor of a state income tax,” 
he continued, ‘‘for the reason that the in- 
dividual is already taxed for his property. 
His income in this state is already taxed. 
But as to the national tax, I favor it; for it 
is the only way to get a lot of property 
that escapes taxation. 

Loyal to the Party. 

“There are those who will say the demo- 
cratic party has done nothing for the coun- 
try, nothing for the relief of the people, It 
is a mistake. The party has been at work 
in thee®tight direction on many measures, 
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HON. H, W. J. HAM. 


and while it has not done all I wanted it to 
do, all I think it ought to do, I want to say 
that if the democratic party, through its 
chosen leaders, had done nothing at all for 
the country, if it had.done nothing I wanted 
it to do and all that I didn’t want it tg do, 
I would still be for it now and forever for 
the glorious principles for which it cries out 
to the republic.’”’ (Great applause.) 

The Financial Question, 
. The greatest excitement of the speaking 
was caused by the announcement of Major 
Bacon’s position on the financial question. 


He did not mince matters at all on this ° 


Score. He spoke plainly and to the point. 
He had, after arriving at Canton, written 
down what he had to say on this line, and 
asked his audience to bear with him while 
he read the few paragraphs of his speech 
which bore on this intricate and all-impor- 
tant issue. He said he dia this with a view 
of not being misquoted or misunderstood 
by any one. He wanted to plant himself 
firmly and squarely on this issue and he 
wanted the people of Georgia to know ex- 
actly his stand. Therefore, he read his 
ideas as to the money yor mane and those 
d, were as follows: 
pie te Pg bras to say that, while no man 
estimates more highly than I do the im- 
portance of the tariff question, 1 think the 
financial question of today in no degree 
second °to it in importance. I do not think 
it the part of statesmanship to ignore it 
or to depreciate its importance. (Apphiuse.) 
The tariff question and the financial ques- 
t.on are the two important matters af- 
fecting today the welfare and happiness of 
the American people. It is a gross wrongs 
by means of the protective tariff to take 
from one man a part of hi@ means without 
consideration and give it to another man 
for his own private benefit. It is a wrong 


- none the less gross, by any species of leg- 


ion, to make the money in which 
aan must pay his debt worth twice as 
much as that same money was worth when 
the debt was contracted. Whenever this 
is done the creditor gets practically twice 
as much as his contract intended he should 
receive, and the debtor pays twice as 
much as it was understood he would have 
to pay. This is a most serious question to 
the south, because it is @ debtor section. 
The effect is to practically double the debt 
without increasing the consideration tor 
which the debt was contracted. Whén this 
is done one-half of what *is taken from 
the debtor is wrongfully taken, and when 
from a debtor section twice as much as 
is due is thus exacted, bankruptcy and 
impoverishment must follow. This is what 
has occurred: with us. As the value of 
money by contraction and by the demoneti- 
gation of silver has gone up, the market 
price of property has gone down in — 
same proportion.

“Grave questions are presented here 
> Aaegies democrats should consider, not for 
ivision and strife among themselves, but 
for consultation and agreement with each 
other. proposition to resume the coin- 
age of the silver dollar at the ratio of 
20 to 1 increases-the value of the silver dol- 
per cent. If it be true, as many 
believe, that silver, measured by the values 
of property, has not depreciated, but that 
gold has appreciated, it necessarily follows 
that to increase the value of the dollar 
2 per cent is to add 25 per cent to every 
debt, public and private, in the United 
States. If a man owes a debt-of $1,600 it 
is.the same thing as if.the government re- 
gered him to pay $2,000 to discharge that 
ebt and the same is true as to every other 
private debt. amounting in the aggregate 
to many millions of dollars. If silver has 
not depreciated when measured by prop- 
erty values, a ratio of 20 to 1 in the silver 
dojlar adds 25 per cent to them all. The 
state and county and municipal debts in 
Georgia amount to $20,000,000. These debts, 
although in the names of the state’: and 
the counties and the towns, are to be 
paid by the people. The ratio of 20 to 1 
adds $5,000,000 to this indebtedness, and the 
people of the state must pay that also. 
“We now have 400,000,000 of silver dollars 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. Are they to remain 
outstanding and are we to have another 
issue of dollars in circulation containing 
25 per cent more of silver, and are the two 
coins to be of equal or of different value? 
If the measure of the value of the dollar 


‘is the quantity of silver which it contains, 


then, necessarily, they must be of different 
values. By what calculation is 20 to 1 
ascertained to be the ratio by which parity 
will be secured between the silver and the 
gold dollar? If the present bullion value of 
silver is to control. the ratio should be 
nearer 30 to 1 than 20 to 1. If the recoinage 
of silver is to enhance the bullion vafkue 
of silver, by what abstruse calculation is 
it ascertained that such enhancement will 
secure parity. between the gold and silver 
dollar at 20 to 1, but will not secure it at 
the ratio of 16 to 1? (Applause.) 

“TIT repeat, these are grave questions for 
the democratic party to consider and to 
decide. But it must be apparent that the 
coinage at any ratio greater than that in 
the present dollar is fraught with the 
greatest difficulties and with the greatest 
injustice to the debtor classes, and that, 
in consequence, every resource of states- 
manship and every device of finance should 
be exhausted in the effort to restore the 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, the same ratio 
as the 400,000,000 of silver dollars now out- 
standing, before resort is had to any dif- 
ferent ratio. Theory can never soive the 
question. Practical experiment can alone 
ascertain the ratio at which parity between 
the gold and silver dollar will be found. 
The part of wisdom and of justice is in 
making the experiment at the present 
ratio and to make it as promptly as possi- 
ble. If that fails to show the parity—the 
equal purchasing power—between the two 
coins it will be time enough to try another 
ratio. I repeat, no sensible man wants a de- 
preciated silver dollar. 

“The democratic congressmen from Geor- 
give voted for the seigniorage bill, by which 
$50,000,000 would be coined at 16 to 1. Every 
congressman who voted for that bill com- 
mitted himself to that extent to that ratio. 

‘But, while these differences of detail do 
exist, it is folly to talk about dividing the 
democratic party on account of them. I 
repeat, the @emocratic party is a bime- 
tallic party. The platform of the party de- 
clares for bimetallism in the most emphatic 
language. Mr. Cleveland avows that he is 
a bimetallist. The differences which exist 
are not as to whether silver should be re- 
stored to the right of coinage. All agree 
that it should he coined on equal terms 
with gold, and the only question is, how 
can that -be best and most safely done? 

“Rut be the differences on this question 
great or small, they should in no man- 
ner slacken our allegiance to the democrat- 
ic party. That party is anchored by the 
great fundamental principles of the gov- 
ernment. Upon it alone have we rested our 
confidence in the past. To it alone can we 
look with hope for the future. (Tremendous 
applause.)

When Major Bacon had finished his 
speech Colonel Newman, the well-known 
humorist of the mountains, took the stand 
and made a speech introducing the. next 
speaker of the day, Hon. H. W. J. Ham, 
of the county of Hall.

“I don’t know of any better way of in- 
troducing him by name than to téll the story 
he told me once on himself. Ham was met 
by some man who had met him before, but 
who had forgvtten his name. 

‘‘*‘My name,’ said Ham. ‘Don’t you re- 
member my name? Why, it’s the best part 
of the hog?’ 

““ ‘Oh, yes,’ said his friend. ‘Howdy-do, Mr, 
Chitlin’s.’ 

“Now, ladies and gentlemen, I intro- 
duce to you that man. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Ham Begins. 

Mr. Ham began his speech in a happy 
vein. He said he was giad to be with the 
people of Cherokee. But there was one 
difficulty in the way of his speaking at 
his best. It was that he had been sitting 
there listening to: Major Bacon and the din- 
ner bells chiming all over town until he 
had quite a feeling of ‘‘goneness under 
the sursingle,” and he left it with the 
crowd if a man could be funny and hungry 
at the same time. 


“But,” said he, “I have just come by to | 


tell you that when the democratic party 
is assailed I will go a little ,out of my 
way to wallop fier assailants if I can.
